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Preface 



The huraber of nature denters and related types of environ- 
ji.^tal education facilities continues to expand at an in- 
creasing rate both in the United States and . Canada . In 
the first revision of the Directory, which was published 
in 1969, there were 356 facilities listed. In the second 
revision, ^published In 1971, there were 459 ' facilities • 
In' the presisnt revision, there are 558 facilities. In- 
cluding 41 for , (Xanada, a growth of approximately 227o. 

Among. the » reasons for the Increase In the number of thes^ 
facilities are the following: concern with environmental 
pollution,^ disappearance of open green space In and around 
urban areas, realization of the finite capacity^ of qur ' 
natural .resources , and growing ajv^areness of the Inter- 
relatedness of ^11 llvln-g things/ Hopefully , the^encour- 
agement and . guldande provided the nature center a movement 
by the National Audubon Society's Nature Center Planning 
Division has also been Instrumental In influencing this 
rapid growth. /
